through Wednesday nights. 

The league provides entertain- 
ment not only for the participants 
but for the many spectators who 
attend the contests. 

In the high school building it- 
self, there is an abundance of 
activity. 

The shop area buzzes with 
machines, as youngsters work on 
various personal projects. 

In the gymnasium, boys and girls 
alike make use of the various 
gymnastic equipment, bars, 
horses, etc. Little wonder Andover 
is a constant leader in gymnastics 
in the state and New England. 

The young peopie display ex- 


cellent. form zoing through their 
routines. 

Hot weather failed to dampen 
their enthusiasm as they con- 
tinued their activity even through 
the humid, over-90 degree weather 
a week ago.

Timetable Set For 
Doherty Addition 


Plans for the addition to the 
William A. Doherty school may 
be ready for presentation to the 
annual town meeting in March, if 
the timetable planned by the build- 
ing committee can be followed. 


James J. St. Germain, chairman 
of the committee reports this week 
that the preliminary plans for the 
addition have been sent to the 


. state School Building Assistance 


commission for examination. A 
date has been requested with the 
commission to go over the plans 
and seek approval. 

Once approved, the committee 
will make plans to go before the 
October town meeting seeking 
funds to allow the architect to 
proceed with working drawings for 
the new building. 

Working drawings, from which 
the contractors will work will 
probably cost in the vicinity of 
$80, 000. 

The chairman said that hope- 
fully these drawings will be ready 
so that bids on construction of 
the building can be sought in early 
1972, probably in February. 

If this happens, then the com- 
m nittee will be able to go into the 
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annual town meeting in Marchwith 
a construction cost for the addi- 
tion. 

If not, then a special town meet- 
ing will have to be called next 
spring. This, the committee hopes 
to avoid. 

If the timetable is met, con- 
struction could begin next spring 
and hopefully be ready for ac- 
cupancy by September of 1972. 

Plans were held up briefly when 
some members of the school com- 
mittee expressed a desire for 
more footage in the Information 
Materials Center. 

The building committee refused 
to reconsider its plans and add 
the requested space. 

Adding to the school will create 
further problems for the school 
department. 

Included in the plans is utilizing 
what is now the administrative 
offices of the school department 
for classroom space. 

The administration has already 
planned somewhat for this on a 
temporary basis, by renovating 
portions of the Stowe school for 
offices. 

Estimated cost of the total school 
addition is $1,900,000.

The Musgrov p 
Gets Into 
Rumor Mill 


The Musgrove building remains 
in a state of limbo. 

Despite rumors of its possible 
sale, repair, removal of a floor 
or two, no positive action appears 
to be taking place. 

Meanwhile the 75-year-old Elm 
Square building remains closed, its 
status since June 7 when a portion 
of the roof collapsed, breaking 
water lines and forcing the turning 
off of power. 

The owner, Samuel Resnik, has 
had some temporary repairs made 
at the building, such as boarding 
up windows which were shattered 
when the roof collapsed. 

There were reports early this 
week that some businessmen were 
interested in purchasing the build- 
ing, but there appears to be nothing 
imminent along these'lines. 

Whether permanent repairs are 
to be made, such as strengthening 
walls and permanently repairing 
the roof, is speculative. 

The area continues to be roped 
off as a safety precaution. Of- 
ficials are fearful of falling brick 
or debris from the building, thus 
pedestrians must walk in the road 
to get around the building. 
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untary dedication overseeing the 
planning and construction, will be 
working on punch list items by the 
time school opens. 

The committee has been meeting 
weekly all summer to insure de- 
livery of the school on time. 

Equipment for the school is now 
arriving almost daily. 

Pianos, office equipment, chairs 
and- materials for the Informa- 
tion Materials Center were ar- 
riving early this week and other 
items are scheduled for delivery 
now through the opening day of 
school. 

The chairman feels that there 
will be a few problems after the 
school opens but only of a minor 
nature and almost consistent with 
the opening of any new building. 

The gymnasium is now com- 
plete with the exception of bas- 
ketball backboards which will be 
in soon. 

Carpeting is now 95 percent 
complete. 

The auditorium will not be com- 
plete by the time school opens, 
but this was anticipated. It will 
have aplaster ceiling. Three coats 
of plaster have to be applied and 
each coat requires a specific 
amount of drying time. 

Some .hot top work has been 
done, but a current shortage of 
materials has delayed the overall 
work, As contractors receive 
material, application of the surface 
is made. . 

A sewer line to High Plain road 
is nearing completion. 

This was done with the co-opera- 
tion of Public Works Director 
Robert McQuade, ~.An original 
line was felt to be not deep enough 
and now has been changed. 

Drainage for the playfields has 
been completed. 

One problem area is the blue- 
stone corridor joining the old and 
new schools. Installers have been 
on strike all summer, thus de- 
laying this work. 

The committee is not concerned 
about the matter, however, feeling 
that the corridor can be impro- 
vised if not ready by Sept. 10. 

Insulation of piping will probably 
not be completed, but this work 
can be done while school is in 
session. 

The budget for the project is 
$2,342,500. The figure includes 
some renovation work to the old 
school to conform with the addi- 
tion. 

The building cost is in the vi- 
cinity of $1,726,000. Remainder of 
the budget will be utilized for site 
improvement, equipment and pro- 
fessional costs. 

While the building cost is high, 
the committee points out the town 
will benefit by the original cost 
through savings after it is opened. 

It is designed for low mainte- 
nance, and this factor will result 
in future Savings.

would have been divided and made 
parts of separate, larger regions 
to the south. This regional plan 
would have applied not only for 
health planning, but also for all 
other types of planning, such as 
transportation, education, eco- 
nomic development and others. 
To the organizers of MVHPC this 

. plan would not have served the 
best interests of the people of 
the Merrimack Valley as it would 
have placed their communities at 
the outskirts of larger, Greater 
Boston-based regions. Accord- 
ing to spokesmen for the council, 
the state’s plan would have re- 
sulted in a loss of control over 
their own growth and development 
by valley communities, as deci- 
sions would be controlled by the 
Greater Boston cities. The plan 
would also have reduced the amount 
_of federal and state funds for 
the Merrimack Valley, said Coun- 
cil officials. 

The two-year fight was ended 
on May 1 when Governor Sar- 
gent flew to Andover to announce 
that he had decided that the Coun- 
cil’s proposal -- that the Merri- 
mack Valley be one region unto 
itself -- was correct and that 
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the old regional plan would be 
altered to fit the Council’s pro- 
posa'. The Governoz’s decision 
came after several meetings be- 
tween the Governor, his. staff, 
area legislators and MCHPC of- 
ficia's,

for a federal grant of $52,000 
for support of the organization 
from September 1970 to August 
1971. The application has now 
been forwarded to the regional 
office. of the U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
where approval is expected by 
Aug. 1. 

MVHPC was formed on June 
10, 1958 by the hospitals and medi- 
cal societies in the Merrimack 
Valley with the purpose ‘‘to pro- 
mote and assure the highest level 
of health attainable for every per- 
son in an environment which con- 
tributes positively to healthful in- 
dividual and family living.”

Au Revoir To The Trees 


Sad news from France says 
that those beautiful lines of trees 
that have shaded the roads of 
France of lo, these many years 
are going to be cut down. 

The French Ministry of Trans- 
port has apparently decided that 
too many of the trees have jumped 
in front of cars and killed people. 

The New York Times comment- 
ed wryly, ‘‘The assumption that 
when an automobile hits a tree 
it’s the tree’s fault is quintes- 
sentially French,’’ 

Would it were so! 


The truth is that they probably 
got the whole idea from theAmer- 
icans. Perhaps you recall that 
a couple of years ago there was 
a great furor because the United 
States Bureau of Public Roads 
planned to cut trees within thirty. 
feet of highways. 

After a deluge of letters from 
outraged citizens, the order to 
cut was ‘‘clarified’? so that 


secondary roads would not be 
so greatly affected as was 
originally thought, and so that 
more leeway was left for local 
decision on the basis of the in- 
dividual location. 

Since then the matter has quieted 
down. I was curious about whether 
the situation had really improved 
or whether people were just too 
busy and preoccupied to notice 
any missing trees. So I did a 
little checking around, 

Things do seem to be better 
in this country, if not in France. 
The order to cut down trees within 
thirty feet of the roadway is ap- 


plied to all interstate highways . 


and all new construction. But on 
older roads, cutting is supposed 
to be done only if the situation 
is clearly dangerous. 

There have been scattered re- 
ports of unnecessary or unwise 
cutting here and there in some 
states . . . just enough reports 
that citizens are urged to watch 
for cut trees as they drive along 
the nation’s roads this summer. If 
they see any roadside tree cutting 
that looks excessive, they should 
inquire at that state’s highway de- 
partment or department of public 
works, No one wants one of those 
‘scattered reports” to scatter 
itself right in his own back-yard. 
It?s like a scattered thunder- 
storm ... you can get mighty 
wet if it’s overhead, 

Another thing to watch for and 
inquire about is excessively wide 
cutting on new construction, If 
you’ve driven along the highway 


from Boston to New York lately, 
you’ll have seen that the road just 
north of the Massachusetts-Con- 
necticut border looks as if Paul 
Bunyon went on a rampage. This 
extra-wide cutting appears to have 
been done more so that the road 
machinery wouldn’t have to bother 
going around any inconvenient 
trees than for the sake of auto- 
mobile safety. No one is arguing 
with the thirty-foot rule here, but 
certainly the trees over thirty 
feet from the highway should be 
better protected. 

If you want to protect yourself 
from dangerous trees, I suggest 
driving at a safe speed, stopping 
to rest if you get sleepy, and 
not drinking when you plan to drive. 

And if you feel like protesting 
the cutting of those lovely old 
trees of France, you might try 
writing to the french Embassy 
in Washington. Maybe there’s 
still hope for saving some of the 
Gloire de La France.

The assessors have announced 
that recent changes in Clause 41 
(over 70 exemption) by the legis- 


‘lature may affect some who were 


eligible, and others who were not 
eligible in prior years. Applica- 
tion forms have been completely 
revised, and are being mailed to 
all who received the exemption in 
1969, 

Two of the changes which are 
major in nature may affect a con- 
siderable number of elderly tax- 
payers, and are listed below: 


1. Gross receipts for a single 
person who applies for exemption 
must be less than $6,000, and the 
eombined, gross. receipts for a 
married couple must be less than 
$7,000. Gross receipts is now 
meant to include receipts from all 
sources whatsoever (less ordi- 
nary business expenses and losses 
but not family expense.) 

2. The total estate (real and 
personal) of the applicant must not 
exceed $30,000 for a single person, 
or $35,000 for a married couple. 
Total estate, real and personal, 
of the applicant and his spouse, 
if any, includes the assessed value 
of all real property owned, money 
in the bank, investments of all 
types, including stocks, bonds, and 
other business ventures, but does 
not include cash on hand, wearing 
apparel, household furnishings, 
motor vehicles, farm machinery, 
certain farm animals, boats and 
gear used in commercial fishing, 
and cemetery rights of burial. 

The purpose of this revision of 
the property tax exemption for the 
elderly is to restore to the law 
the original purpose for the exemp- 
tion -- to assist elderly persons in 
need of such assistance to main- 
tain their home by granting a re- 
duction in property taxes. Under 
the old law, a person could have 
considerable amounts of money 
in the bank or invested elsewhere 
than in real estate and still be 
eligible for the exemption, if his 
home was valued for less than 
$20,000 and his income was not 
above $4,000 or $5,000 if mar- 
ried, while other persons, particu- 
larly in towns which have been re- 
valued, could have homes valued 
at $25,000, and have no other 
assets and be ineligible for the 
exemption. Also, under the old 
law, social security benefits were 
not considered income, whereas 
government, railroad retirement,

or other pensions were considered 
income; thus persons in identical 
financial circumstances were 
treated differently. 

By basing this determination of 
need on the total estate, personal 
as well as real, and on the total 
gross receipts from all sources 
whatever, rather than just certain 
sources, and by increasing the 
maximum amounts of each, all 
persons will be treated equally 
and those in need of assistance 
will receive the exemption,

Pollution Assurance Questioned 


The Massachusetts Audubon 
Society yesterday questioned the 
assurances of James L., Dallas, 
State Air Pollution Control 
Authorities Director, that Boston 
was not suffering adverse effects 
from the pollution blanket that 
still summer air has laid over 
the East Coast from Florida 
through Massachusetts. 

Morgan added that ‘‘in the end, 
an emergency plan probably would 
prove unworkable anyway, particu- 
larly in a state which has a per- 
missive attitude toward rising pol- 
lution levels.’’ 

**In assuring the public that sul- 
fur dioxide and particulate matter 
have not reached dangerous 
levels,” Allen H. Morgan said, 
‘Mr. Dallas, State Air Pollution 
Control Director seems to be as- 
suring us about the wrong pollu- 
tants. 

“The dangerous pollutants at 
this season and under these condi- 
tions are nitric oxides, hydrocar- 
bons and oxidants, all of which 
are generated by automobiles. 
When nitric oxide and hydro- 
carbons hang in the still air and 
strong sunshine, the sun brews 
them into dangerous nitrogen di- 
oxide and ozone. 

*‘Ozone is particularly danger- 
ous. It not only irritates healthy 
lungs but also can. be disastrous 
to persons with lung disorders. 


Ozone also causes loss of garden 
plants and trees. The fundamental 


question is this: is ozone being 
monitored? If not, why not? If 
so, why are levels not published?

when home and apartment heating 
units begin functioning in the 
autumn, and adding their pollu- 
tion contribution to that given off 
by industrial plants, Morgan said. 

“It is obvious,” Morgan said, 
‘‘that the public must become ed- 
ucated in air pollution terms. An 
informed public will be necessary 
to see that high air pollution stand- 
ards are adopted and regulations 
are enforced in Massachusetts.’’ 

“At this time,’? Morgan said, 
‘*Massachusetts has set standards 
limiting only the amount of sulfur 
oxides and particulate matter in 
the air. A deadline for the state 
to submit proposed standards for 
carbon monoxide, hydrocarbons 
and oxidants has been set for 
early December, 

“To the best of our knowledge, 
the State Division of Air Use 
Management has not announced any 
emergency management plan to 
cope with dangerous situations that 
might arise inthe Com monwealth’s 
air,”” Morgan said. ‘The Divi- 
sion seems to have adopted sooth- 
saying and public reassurance as 
an alternative. We would be in- 
terested in what, if anything, the 
Division intends to do when an 
emergency arises, Surely de- 
fenders of the public’s right to 
breathe should be prepared to do 
more than commiserate with vic- 
tims when their optimism col- 
lapses.’? 

*‘The fact of the matter is that 
there can be no *‘emergency 
plan” that will solve an air 
pollution crisis except to avoid 
the crisis entirely by attacking 
it at its base. Every time we

allow another auto to be regis- 
tered or another home or in- 
dustrial heating plant installed -- 
any source of uncontrolled com- 
bustion -- we add to the base of 
the air pollution load, and add to 
the inevitability of an air pollu- 
tion disaster. 

‘Any statement that people are 
not being injured and killed by the 
air conditions existing this past 
week is as irresponsible anduntrue 
as stating that smoking a carton 
of cigarettes doesn’t hurt your 
lungs or heart! Only in the case 
of air pollution the responsibility 
is shifted. It is timid bureaucrats 
and hypocritical politics that have 
forced the public to poison its 
lungs without its knowledge or con- 
sent. 

‘*You can refuse to make cig- 
arettes! The citizens of metro- 
politan Boston are obliged to 
breathe the only air they’ve got! 

‘The sulfur and particulate 
standards adopted by Massachu- 
setts in late spring,’’ Morgan said, 
‘fwere set so high that medical 

testimony at the hearing made it 
clear those pollutant levels are a 
danger to the health of most per- 
sons over fifty.’’

Lighting devises -- candle- 
sticks, lamps for whale oil or 
burning fluid -- were included in 
the stock and trade of pewterers 
and britannia makers. Many of 
the marked pieces in the show are 
by New England craftsmen.

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Editorial Comment 


Negotiations 


Collective bargaining is with us as a part of the opera- 
tion of municipal government. 

It was granted several years ago by action of the state 
legislature. 

In the years since its passage as a statutory require- 
ment by municipalities, it has brought with it problems 
of considerable magnitude. 

The law allows municipal employees to sit at the bar- 
gaining table and negotiate salaries and fringe benefits. 
This includes school teachers, as well as secretaries, 
laborers, firefighters and police officers. 

In the time it has been part of municipal government, 
collective bargaining has brought considerable problems 
to municipal government. 

Here, in Andover, several months elapsed before a con- 
tract was signed between public works employees and the 
town. 

The union representing the fire department has yet to 
come to an agreement on a new contract. 

The problem appears to be that administrators have not 
been able to cope with this new, legal right of municipal 
employees, : who have the ability to obtain professional 
negotiators. 

Town Manager J. Maynard Austin recently stated that 
one of the problems of the ’70s will be in the area of col- 


Water 


There was a message handed to the town recently 
by Public Works Director Robert McQuade. a 

It was in the form of a memorandum to the selectmen re- 
garding water consumption. 

Written into the memo was further emphasis on the grow- 
ing pains of Andover. 

McQuade informed the board that the town was now 
averaging consumption of 3,000,000 gallons of water per 
day. The safe yield is $2,500,000. 

What it means, essentially, is that Andover is now above 
the safe daily needs, but is meeting the demand for the 
time being. 

This will be valuable information for local officials 
when they travel to New York next week to meet with 
federal authorities seeking financial assistance to build a 
water treatment plant at Haggett’s pond. 

None of us look forward to increased expenses, which 
most assuredly will be forthcoming through construction of 
such a plant. 

But modern day living, watering lawns, disposal units, 
modern laundry conveniences, and the backyard pools, 
coupled with municipal growth, have placed a burden on 
the town’s water supply, with incumbent problems. 


An Increase 


The selectmen were informed recently that the Greater 
Lawrence Regional Vocational Technical High school will 
be taking over the Practical Nurse course now conducted 
by the Lawrence Vocational school. 

The board was informed that Lawrence would be paying 
the costs until the end of the year. 

Supposedly this means that members of the distric t, 
which includes Andover, will absorb the costs beginning 
Jan..1. 

While we have no objection to the Vocational school 
program, or to the nursing program, it seems wise to be 
alert to the programs and plans of the regional school. 

Rising costs and increased programs will annually place 
a burden on the participating communities. 

Regional plans are often overlooked as they continue to 
grow. 

We would hope that such will not be the case with this 
most worthwhile educational endeavor. 


lective bargaining. 

He has retained an attorney to be part of the collective 
bargaining process with municipal employees. The man 
retained, reportedly hasrepresented both sides of the bar- 
gaining table in other communities. 


The professional negotiator is Atty. James Grady who 
has worked with Town Manager Austin previously when 
he was executive secretary in Sharon. Local employees 
report having information that he has represented labor’s 
point of view in some communities. 


This new process of collective bargaining, will be with 
us for some time. It is part of municipal life. It will, an- 
nually, affect the lives of all Andover residents, as well 
as those throughout the state. 


It is, then, imperative, that administrators be aware of 
problems and be prepared to meet the challenge. 


The collective bargaining process is here to stay and 
should be met with professional approach in order to pro- 
tect both the community and its employees. 

Lawrence has had its problems with such a process. 
Andover has come near to having problems. 

We would hope that here, in Andover, amicable agree- 
ments could be reached on both sides of the bargaining 
table without lengthy debate and costly discussion.

I started picking up bottles, 
turning them around, and putting 
them down, muttering all the while.

She thrust it back as if it were 
solid nerve gas, instead of just 
potential nerve gas, wiped her 
hands carefully on her slacks, and 
picked up another shampoo.

However, given the choice of 
facing an angry woman right now 
or akindhearted husband that even- 
ing, who might not even notice if 
I served him iced tea instead of 
his favorite drink, I didn’t go back 
after the guilty bottle. 

Anyway, my conscience had been 
bothering me all up and down the 
supermarket aisles over that non- 
returnable bottle. 


Condors Rapidly Vanishing 


Some things seem beyond human 
help, 

Unfortunately, the rare Califor- 
nia condor may be among them. 

The condor exists as a remnant 
from the prehistoric age when 
saber-toothed tigers and 
mastadons roamed the earth, It 
attains a wing-spread of nine feet 
and a weight of 20 pounds, making 
it not only a relic of the Ice 
Age but also the largest living 
land bird of North America. 

While no one knows precisely 
how many California condors re- 
main in the Los Padres National 
Forest outside Los Angeles, most 
authorities are certain that there 
are fewer than fifty. But, there 
certainly are as many as twenty- 
five, since flocks that size have 
been observed soaring over the 
summit of Mt. Pinos during the 
deer-hunting season. 

Recently it was our privilege 
to visit the Sespe Condor Refuge 
within the Los Padres Forest 
where all the remaining condors 
nest. With me were Allen H. 
Morgan of the Massachusetts Au- 
dubon Society, Tudor Richards of 
the Audubon Society of New Hamp- 
shire and Alfred L. Hawkes of the 
Audubon Society of Rhode Island. 
We were split into different groups, 
resulting in Morgan and I see- 
ing one condor; Hawkes andRich- 
ards seeing three. 

‘‘Our’”? condor saw us and the 
rangers with us and flew over 
fairly low to inspect our physical 
conditions. When you’re acondor, 
you must pay attention to the 
possible location of tomorrow’s 
meal. Condors do not kill. They 
depend upon the hostile desert 
climate providing them food. 

Since condors do not kill, John 
Borneman, condor maturalist for 
the National Audubon Society, has 
tried placing a deer carcass on 
the known flyways which the con- 
dors travel in search of food. 
Although condors make a fair liv- 
ing during the deer season search- 
ing the arid mountain-sides and 
valleys for wounded deer that es- 
cape and die, Borneman found that 
they ignored any carcass placed 
within easy access. 
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The birds do not breed until they 
are five or six years-old. Then 
the female lays no more than one 
egg every other year. Condors 
spend an average of 45 days in- 
cubating the egg; five months 
brooding the chick andnine months 
feeding it after it has left thenest. 

The remarkable thing about the 
condor -- besides its size -- is 
its ability to soar. Condors may 
range 100 miles or more from the 
roost in their daily search for 
food. But, once they are air- 
borne, condors seldom flap a wing. 
Instead, they hang in the sky on 
rigid horizontal wings, drifting 
from up-draft to up-draft as they 
ride the hot air thermals rising 
from the barrens beneath them.

Mockingbird Sings At Night 


The mockingbird now sings at 
night in Massachusetts. 

This summer seems to be the 
first in which night singing in the 
commonwealth has: been common. 
James Baird of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society has received 15 
to 20 reports each week in late 
July from persons who had heard 
mockingbirds singing in the mid- 
dle of the night. 

“There have been quite a few 
mockingbirds in Massachusetts 
since the early 1960s,” Baird 
said. ‘I don’t know why they 
have not sung at night commonly 
much earlier. As many people 
know, the mockingbird is famed 
for its night solos in the South 
where it is a common bird.” 

Baird suspects that the recent 
buildup in mockingbird popula- 
tions in southern New England may 
have something to do with night 
singing. For the last couple of 
years, Christmas bird counters 
have reported somewhere around 
90 mockingbirds wintering on Cape 
Cod. Inaddition, mockingbirds are 
spreading successfully in the 
northern states. Hilbert Siegler 
of the New Hampshire Fish and 
Game Department discovered 
three mockingbirds in Concord, 
N.H, in June of 1965, At the 
time, mockingbirds were a rarity 
in New Hampshire. A couple weeks 
ago I saw a pair of mockingbirds in 
the Newington, N.H. cemetery off 
Great Bay. From their actions, 
it seemed apparent they had a 
nest nearby. 

Perhaps all this activity among 
mockingbirds in New England 
would have passed unnoticed were 
it not for Howard N, Fowler, 
managing editor of The Mansfield 
News, Fowler recently cropped 
me anote that:mockingbirds were 
tuning up at 2 a.m. in the town 
and raising considerable interest 
among. residents.’ A's Fowler noted,

to believe that mockingbirds exist 
north of the Mason-Dixon Line. 

The truth seems to be that 
mockingbirds keep trying to colon- 
ize New England but extremely cold 
winters thin their ranks. Edward 
Howe Forbush reported a buildup 
of mockingbirds in New England 
that crashed in the cold winter of 
1919-1920. Later LudlowGriscom 
reported an increasing population 
that was depressed by the bitter 
winter in 1947-1948. Unlike spar- 
rows and other common wintering 
birds, mockingbirds do not eat 
grain, They survive the winter on 
wild berries and fruit--many would 
starve except for the peanut butter 
that birders put out for birds. 

While it’s fairly easy to under- 
stand why New Englanders would 
be skeptical about mockingbirds 
living in-the region, Fowler’scom- 
ment that many persons have in- 
quired about the presence of 
mourning doves in his area opens 
the question of why so many per- 
sons consider these birds unusual 
here. Mourning doves regularly 
breed in most sections of New 
England. Many even winter as far 
north as southern New Hampshire 
and Maine. 

Yet Fowler’s comments are 
true, for all major conservation 
organizations in New England re- 
ceive frequent calls from residents 
who consider mourning doves un- 
usual.
